Shows Enviable Record 


Chicago.—If a passenger were to 
fly 10,000 miles annually in planes 
flown on regular schedules of. air- 
mail passenger lines, he might suffer 
& crack-up in his forty-sixth year 
and might be killed in the 668th 
year. If the same man, however, 
went the same distance in random 
flights, such as sight-seeing, joy- 
hopping, ete., he could anticipate an 
accident every five vyeurs, or prepare 
for death in the chirty-fifth year. 

This means that there were only 
five fatal accidents in more than 
20,000,000 miles of scheduled air- 
transport flying during the first six 
months of 1931, and that the de

Toltec Ruins Yield Well 


Preserved Specimen. 


Cortez, Colo.—The Tolteec ruins. 
owned by Lee Dawson, three miles 
southwest of Cortez, are yielding 
some valuable archeological speci- 
mens, 

lDawson’s most recent discovery, 
and perhaps the most valuable, is 
a perfectly preserved mummy, 
which was uncovered a short time 
ago. The mummy is that of & man 
of one of the ancient races which in- 
hahited the Southwest centuries ago, 
and is in such a remarkable state of 
preservation that Dawson was able 
to put it in a “ase immediately after 
it was unearthed, for display near 
the ruins. 


Instruments of Weaving. 


The body, finger and toe nails, and 
hair are in a splendid state of mum- 
mification. One eur is dried te the 
head, but Is visible. 

The mummy was discovered in a 
long tunnel which connects two 
rooms. A willow mat, upon which 
the body was placed, wis well pre- 
served, and pieces of weaving in- 
struments for such work, and all 
Other small items found near the 
body were in good condition and 
were placed in the case with the 
body. Dawson's theory is that the 
mummy was once & weaver in his

HE Hippeasthrum or  house- 
amaryllis is one of the most bril-

And 
bread crumbs, too, may often be 
used. 

One good leftover dish calls for 
finely-cut-up but not minced cooked 
meat, boiled rice, canned tomatoes 
and sliced onions. These ingredi- 
ents are placed in layers in a cas- 
serole and the whole is baked. It 
must be properly seasoned, and it 
must be moist enough, either with 
tomato juice, gravy, stock, or wa- 
ter, so that it will not dry out, in 
the baking. The proportion of the 
different ingredients may be varied 
according to the resources of your 
refrigerator. 

A good way to serve a leftover 
stew is in the form of a bread pie. 
Cut the ingredients of the stew in 
small pieces, and place them in a 
baking dish, with gravy enough to 
moisten them well. Remember that 
you can always make aditional 
gravy with meat extract if you have 
not enough. Then make a crust of 
fine fresh bread crumbs, moistened 
with a beaten egg, milk and melted 
butter. Put this over the top of 
the stew, rather thick, and bake un- 
til brown. ‘The bread crust should 
be seasoned with salt and pepper. 

Roast beef is rather more difficult 
to warm over palatably than roast 
lamb, The first night you can 
broil slices of the roast beef, just 
long enough to heat them  thor- 
oughly. Then you can make a
